PACKING - PACKING - PACKING 


Remember the rule of thumb - figure UPS will drop a box 8 feet and pack 
accordingly. 


For the lighter boxes - I guess up to 70 lbs USPS works good and I 
concur that this is less expensive than UPS in most instances. 


Heavier stuff, not a lot of choice but PACK well. Go to an appliance 
store and get the styro packing (which you can cut apart to put on the 
corners of heavy rigs) to cushion the bottom and top - there's usually 
enough to do the job. Use TV boxes versus Mailboxes etc., style (light) 
boxes. Computer boxes work well, Lennox Cooling coil boxes are great.

> manager concerning electronic equipment containing glass tubes yielded the 
> response "We will NOT ACCEPT such items for shipment. This policy holds 
for 

any customer counter packages. 


HOWEVER, if a third party ( such as Mail Boxes Etc, etc,) ships any of the 
"banned" items and ACCEPTS LIABILITY for damage, that is OK with UPS. It 
appears that UPS is admitting it's poor handling procedures for package 
shipment and is trying to limit it's damage claims while not making any 
attempt at fixing the root cause of the problem (my humble opinion).

OK, time for my semi-annual epistle on BA packing...what I have done for 
rack-mount BAs is to build a rack out of nothing but 2x4--across the 
bottom front and rear, across the top and bottom left and right, across 
the back top and bottom, up and down all 4 corners...then bolt the BA 
into it via the rack mounts, then add another layer of 2x4's on each 
side to extend the sides out enough to put the front crosspieces [2x4 
again] on to protect the panel/knobs/etc. All edges of the BA are 
padded with CLOSED-CELL neoprene foam under compression. Ask Dave 
Ellison. Once I tried to skip on the foam and what do you know but the 
FedEx guys trashed the radio. 

To do an R390A, for example, takes about 60 feet of 2x4 and a 2-1b. box 
of 2" drywall screws...but the radio arrives intact even if it does take 
several hours to uncrate. 


For non-rack BAs I enclose them in a frame of 2x4 padded at all 12 edges 
with CLOSED-CELL neoprene foam [sold as pipe insulation], MAKING SURE 
THE FOAM IS UNDER COMPRESSION. Then another layer of 2x4 and drywall 
screws. 


Yeah, it's a job. It's a sonofabitch of a job. It's like building a 
jungle gym out of 2x4. That's the way critical life-support equipment 
is airfreighted overseas. But the radios arrive safely. This is also 
why I'm not in the BA business, hi!
